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Authority criticised for ‘flogging’ details about residents

DUDLEY Council has been 
criticised for selling resi¬ 
dents’ data, raising more than 
£13,000 over five years. 

West Midlands Euro MP Bill 
Etheridge said it was wrong that local 
authorities appeared happy to ‘flog 
our data off to the highest bidder’. 

Councils across the West Midlands have 
made nearly £100,000 by selling personal infor¬ 
mation, according to information released via a 
Freedom of Information request. 

In the last six years local councils have sold 
data from the electoral register to hundreds of 
organisations and individuals. Buyers include 
credit reference agencies, insurance companies, 
property agencies and politicians.They pay up 
to £600 for a full copy of the register, including 
the names and addresses of voters. 

Transactions dating back to 2012 for seven 
authorities in the West Midlands collectively 
brought in £97,501.50. Councils insist they 
are legally obliged to sell the register and fees 
charged are set by the Electoral Commission. 

Privacy 

But critics warn unscrupulous firms are 
abusing the system for marketing and publicity. 

Former Sedgley councillor Mr Etheridge said: 
“This has been going on for years and has now 
become normal and accepted practice for many 
councils. 

“It shows that, in this day and age, nothing 
is private. We need more privacy with our per¬ 
sonal information and it is understandable that 
people are angry when they see councils making 
such huge profits from this.” 

Big Brother Watch director Silkie Carlo said: 
“No public authority should sell residents’ per¬ 
sonal information to private entities for profit. 
This sale of data leaves us open to targeted ad¬ 
vertising and undermines trust in councils. 

“The open register should be opt in rather 
than opt out - that way, we could truly see how 
many people want their data sold for marketing 
purposes.” 

Dudley Council made £13,825 in the last five 
years. The majority of the sales were to credit 
reference agencies, although a firm specialising 
in planning weddings shelled out £423.50 for an 
edited version of the list.

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Rickardo Wilson - jailed 


killer is sentenced to 15 years 


A BRUTAL bully, who watched TV rath¬ 
er than call an ambulance as his former 
partner lay dying on the floor, has been 
locked up for 15 years. 

Rickardo Wilson had been found guilty 
by a jury of the manslaughter of 44-year- 
old mother-of-eight Claire Harris and 
was last week sentenced by Judge Mi¬ 
chael Challinor at Stafford Crown Court. 

Judge Challinor told him: “You are a 
dangerous individual and you pose a sig¬ 
nificant risk to the public, particularly 
future partners. You were punching, 
slapping and strangling her as she strug¬ 


gled and fought for her life, until she was 
dead. You then left her on the floor and 
callously watched television.” 

The 50-year-old defendant claimed to 
have ‘no idea’ how Miss Harris came by 
the 86 injuries she suffered. 

There was no definitive cause of death 
but the pathologist said it was likely to 
have been asphyxia. There was deep in¬ 
ternal bruising to her neck muscles. 

The couple had split up but Miss Har¬ 
ris had allowed him to remain in her flat 
in Cinder Bank, Netherton - where he 
had lived intermittently since 2015 - 


while Wilson looked for accommodation 
and she stayed with her sons. 

The victim was lured back to the ad¬ 
dress by a dinner invitation on January 
23. A neighbour saw the pair struggling 
outside the flat with him holding her in a 
headlock while she shouted he was about 
to kill her. Wilson claimed he had used 
reasonable force on grandmother-of-six 
Miss Harris, saying she had been hold¬ 
ing a knife. 

Her family said in a statement: “Mom 
was a wonderful and kind-hearted per¬ 
son, who would help anyone.”

THEY are the best of the Black Country 
- and now they have been recognised 
for their hard work and dedication to 
their communities. 

Six people from the region - including two 
cousins - were among those honoured with 
a British Empire Medal (BEM) award at a 
ceremony at Birmingham Council House last 
Wednesday. 

The recipients were presented with the awards 
by West Midlands Lord Lieutenant John Crabtree 
OBE, after being named in the New Year’s Honours 
and Queen’s Birthday Honours. 

Sixty-six-year-old Judith Morris has been hon¬ 
oured after she has trained thousands of young 
people in first aid. Mrs Morris, from Halesowen, has 
directly and indirectly been responsible for lifesav¬ 
ing since 1962 when she joined St John Ambulance. 

She spent 20 years as the manager of Halesowen 
Youth Unit for the charity and has trained hun¬ 
dreds of children in schools First Aid Skills. Her 
lifetime service to Halesowen includes running a 
food bank. 

Caring 

Mrs Morris said: “I have always had a very strong 
team of young people to train and who I am very 
passionate about teaching first aid to. It is lovely to 
see them grow up and a lot of them go into caring 
professions. 

“It is a skill they may be able to use to save some¬ 
one’s life with at any time. I must have trained 
thousands over the years. 

“It is a great honour to receive the award.” 

David Walker, 63, has been honoured for his ded¬ 
icated work over the last 20 years to helping young 
people in Sandwell. 

Mr Walker, who lives in Rowley Regis, is said to 
have been a life-changing mentor to teenage boys 
getting them to open up about their problems. 

His efforts were cited during his time as a special 
constable and as a Justice of the Peace, where he 
often sits on student disciplinary panels. He is also 
a governor for two schools that are known for good 
community practice and he runs a garden club after 
school for Blackheath Primary School. 

Historian Terence Price, from West Bromwich, 
has been awarded a BEM for his services to his 


community. Apart from successfully campaigning 
and using his own money to prevent demolition of 
buildings such as Hill House, Foley fountain and 
the Pound, the 79-year-old researched and found 
West Bromwich’s first War Memorial, which was 
hidden in Heath Lane Cemetery. 

An avid collector of old photos and postcards, he 
has published eight books. Money from the sales 
of his books have been ploughed into restoration 
projects and community initiatives. He also served 
19 years as a West Bromwich magistrate. 

His cousin, 74-year-old Pauline Hodgetts, from 


Tipton, has been honoured for her passion for the 
town and its heritage. She created a memorial gar¬ 
den and stone to commemorate the life and ath¬ 
letic achievements of Jack Holden, the marathon 
runner; restored the drinking fountain in Victoria 
Park and is chairman of the cemetery group that 
worked hard to get a Peace Garden. 

Willenhall Rugby Club’s Elfyn Pugh, 83, has 
been devoted to rugby in the Black Country and 
Kathryn Livingston, 61, from Wolverhampton, has 
been honoured for her work in the field on mental 
health. 


Drink-drive 
crooner did 
Il7mph in 
car chase 

A DRUNKEN professional singer, who 
reached speeds of up to 117 mph in a car 
chase, has been locked up. 

Peter Wayre was still driving at 97 
mph after two of his BMW’s tyres were 
punctured by a spikes on a police stinger, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The 1940s-style crooner continued to 
speed as his car started to fall apart after 
crashing into a barrier, leaving the BMW 
trailing a shower of sparks, said prosecu¬ 
tor Mr Peter Grice. 

The drama started after an unmarked 
police car spotted the 35-year-old driv¬ 
ing too fast on Darlaston Road, Wednes- 
bury, after a performance in the area on 
June 18. 

He ignored the flashing lights and ac¬ 
celerated away while being followed by 
several police cars on the Aston Express¬ 
way and the M6. 

When finally apprehended, the defend¬ 
ant gave a reading of 50 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath. The 
legal limit is 35. 

Miss Nicole Steers, defending Wayre, 
of Wadsworth Street, Halifax, said 
he had ‘panicked’ and was ‘deeply 
ashamed’. 

He pleaded guilty to dangerous driv¬ 
ing, drink-driving and causing criminal 
damage while having neither insurance 
nor a valid licence. He was jailed for six 
months with a two year driving ban on 
release. 

Six-figure HS2 
wages criticised 

THE six-figure salaries of HS2 bosses 
have been defended by one of the major 
rail project’s directors. 

Tom Kelly, director of stakeholder 
engagement at HS2, insisted that pay 
packages are ‘decided by the market’. 

Opponents of the £55.7 billion scheme 
claim the high earnings are excessive. 

Cabinet Office data shows that HS2 
Ltd, the taxpayer-owned company be¬ 
hind the project, paid 51 employees at 
least £150,000 per year as of September 
2017. 

The highest earner is chief executive 
Mark Thurston, with a £600,000 salary. 

Former chief financial officer Steve 
Allen left the company in March after 
earning £415,000 per year. Phase 1 
managing director Jim Crawford has a 
£400,000 annual pay deal. 

Mr Kelly said: “The amount of salary 
that we have to pay is decided by the 
market. We have to compete in the mar¬ 
ket and it’s not just a British market, it’s 
a global market. 

“We have to have the people who are 
qualified to do the job. This is something 
that has been designed to serve this 
country for over a century.” 

The first phase is due to open between 
London and Birmingham in December 
2026.

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Green light 
for home 
despite 
objections 

PLANS to turn a detached house into 
a residential home for youngsters 
have been given the green light by 
councillors, despite fears about drugs 
and the impact on children at a near¬ 
by school. 

Dudley’s development commit¬ 
tee passed the plan to convert the 
five-bedroom home on Springfield 
Road, Halesowen, into a residential 
unit for three youngsters aged be¬ 
tween eight and 18 at its meeting last 
week. 

The application by PCF Residential 
Childcare Ltd stated it would be used 
for young people ‘experiencing devel¬ 
opmental difficulties and problematic 
early life experiences including at¬ 
tachment disorder, emotional behav¬ 
iours and moderate to low learning 
difficulties’. 

Councillors backed the scheme de¬ 
spite fears of residents that young 
children at a nearby school could be 
influenced by young people with be¬ 
havioural problems. 

Recommending councillors approve 
the change of use, planning officers 
stated that offering children a stable 
environment was akin to a residential 
use and noted that West Midlands Po¬ 
lice had no objection. 

Councillors also passed a similar ap¬ 
plication for a two-bedroom residen¬ 
tial child care home in Lidden Road 
after they heard objections from a 
local resident. 

Chair of governors 
must go, say MPs 

DUDLEY’S four MPs have called for 
the chair of governors at the trust 
that runs Russells Hall Hospital to 
resign in the wake of serious failings 
in the hospital’s A&E department. 

In a letter to governors at the Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Foundation Trust, the 
group said they had lost faith in the 
ability of Jenni Ord to hold the hospi¬ 
tal’s leadership to account. 

The emergency department has 
been rated ‘inadequate’ in a report 
by the Care Quality Commission and 
dozens of deaths there are being in¬ 
vestigated in an independent inquiry. 

The letter was signed by Tory MPs 
Mike Wood (Dudley South), Margot 
James (Stourbridge), James Morris 
(Halesowen and Rowley Regis), and 
Labour’s Ian Austin (Dudley North). 

Ms Ord, who took up the post in 
January 2016, has vowed to stay on. 

She said: “I know that the required 
improvements have not occurred as 
quickly as the board or our regulators 
would like. 

“We are seeing improvements and 
I remain absolutely committed to en¬ 
suring our emergency department is 
the safest it can be for our patients.” 


Motorbike 'show off' left boy brain damaged

A MOTORCYCLIST, who almost killed 
the boy he treated as his stepson while 
‘showing off with the child riding pillion, 
has been jailed for three years. 

Twelve-year-old Joshua Locke suffered 
‘catastrophic’ brain injuries in the crash. 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
he will be seriously disabled for the rest 
of his life. Martin Charles took the boy for 
a 30 minute ‘spin’ on the back of a sto¬ 
len 125cc machine against the wishes of 
the youngster’s mother, said Mr Howard 
Searle, prosecuting, but the 30-year-old 
rider crashed into a car in Daisy Street, 
Coseley. 


Charles had no valid licence nor insur¬ 
ance and had given his helmet to the boy 
to wear. He went onto the wrong side 
of the road to overtake a line of traffic 
waiting to turn into the Asda car park in 
Daisy Street, Coseley, but ploughed into 
a Ford Fiesta that had started to turn be¬ 
fore the riders reached it. 

Speed 

Experts said the machine had been 
travelling at an average speed of 42mph 
in a 30 limit zone before the August 6 
smash. Joshua’s adult helmet was too 


large and flew off in the collision. The de¬ 
fendant suffered three broken ribs, two 
fractured vertebrae and a broken thigh. 
Police traced him to a hospital. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, said: 
“He blames nobody but himself for caus¬ 
ing catastrophic injuries.” 

Charles, of Fereday Street, Tipton, 
admitted causing serious injury by dan¬ 
gerous driving, failing to stop after an ac¬ 
cident and having neither insurance nor 
a valid licence. 

Judge Dean Kershaw told him: “You 
put that young boy on a bike to show off. 
It was some kind of twisted bravado.” 


Prince pays tribute to 
hero who saved families 


HIS BRAVE actions saved thousands of 
Jews from Nazi concentration camps. 

Now 60 years after his death it is clear Ma¬ 
jor Frank Foley’s heroic deeds have not been 
forgotten as Prince William visited Stour¬ 
bridge to unveil a statue of the unassuming 
hero whose actions as a senior passport of¬ 
ficer in the British Embassy in 1930s Berlin 
saved families from the Holocaust. 

Mary Stevens Park - near where Major Foley 
used to live in Eveson Road - was crowded for the 
big occasion on Tuesday afternoon. It was probably 
the grandest day at the park since Queen Elizabeth 
II and Prince Philip visited in 1957. 

The Duke of Cambridge made his way down the 
park’s boulevard, named Queen’s Drive after his 
grandmother’s visit 61 years ago. 

He was greeted with chants of ‘Stourbridge loves 
you’ and was heard to comment to one spectator: 
“It is a lovely park you have here.” 

The Duke met members of Major Foley’s family, 
descendants of some of the people he saved, as well 
as Dudley North MP Ian Austin and representa¬ 
tives of the Holocaust Educational Trust, who have 
campaigned to honour Major Foley in the town 
where he spent his retirement. 

Freedom 

The statue has been created by Birmingham art¬ 
ist Andy De Comyn, featuring Major Foley sitting 
on a bench, his briefcase hinting at his work as an 
MI6 agent and feeding a bird, symbolising freedom. 

Mr De Comyn said: “It’s been eight months of 
work with the sculpting and foundry work. It’s my 
first full size bronze sculpture. It is a real bonus to 
have His Royal Highness here and it is really nice 
for Frank Foley to get this recognition.” 

Dubbed the ‘British Schindler’, it is believed 
Major Foley saved more than 10,000 Jews from the 
gas chambers. It was only years later that the scale 
of his life-saving campaign came to light after au¬ 
thor Michael Smith, published his book, Foley: The 
Spy Who Saved 10,000 Jews, in 1999. 

In making his speech, Labour MP Mr Austin 
said: “He retired in complete anonymity, never 
boasting about what he did. I want people to come 
to the park and sit next to Frank Foley and remem¬ 
ber a great local hero.”

Cost of Paradise 
is up by £l00m 

THE costs of the Birmingham city 
centre’s Paradise development have 
increased by £100 million. 

The costs of the project, last thought 
to be around £700m, have spiralled, 
according to The Municipal Journal. 

It comes within a few weeks of Bir¬ 
mingham City Council passing over 
management responsibility for the 
scheme to the Greater Birmingham 
and Solihull Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership. 

Both parties confirmed that more 
funding had been sought for the huge 
project, which has meant major traffic 
disruption. 

The Paradise development is set 
to transform the civic hub of the city 
with new offices, bars, restaurants and 
a 250-bedroom hotel on the prime site 
between Birmingham Museum and 
Art Gallery and Centenary Square. 

Boss is worried by 
travellers' site bid 

A BUSINESS boss has hit out at new 
plans for a traveller camp. 

Denise McCarron, the boss of Crad- 
ley Enterprise Centre Ltd, fears losing 
trade at her storage facility if the site 
earmarked for the former Saltbrook 
Scrapyard, off Saltbrook Road, gets 
the go-ahead. The plans are for two 
residential pitches, which include a 
touring caravan, mobile home and 
dayroom, with six transit pitches, util¬ 
ity block and parking. The applicant’s 
name has not been revealed. 

She says having the site opposite 
her business would deter customers. 

Shotgun blast 
injures boy f 8 

AN eight-year-old boy and his step¬ 
father were left wounded after being 
blasted with a shotgun at a teenager’s 
birthday party in the Black Country. 

The boy was hit in the arm by a 
shotgun pellet and his 30-year-old 
stepfather hit in the chest when a 
gunman, who is still at large, opened 
fire at Bilston Sports and Social Club 
on Friday. 

Armed police swooped on the Wel¬ 
lington Road club after reports of 
shots at about 11.10pm. Detectives 
are now reviewing CCTV footage. The 
victims have since left hospital.

Guilty 

Tuffnells Parcels Express Lim¬ 
ited, of Wallows Industrial Estate, in 
Fens Pool Avenue, pleaded guilty to 
breaching Section 2 (1) of the Health 
and Safety At Work Act 1974. The 
company has been fined £1.5m and or¬ 
dered to pay costs of £32,823.35. 

A spokesman for Tuffnells said they 
expressed sincere regret for the fail¬ 
ings of the business in the tragic in¬ 
cident that led to Mr Jardine’s death, 
and added they have since invested 
more than £5 million in health and 
safety improvements across all Tuff¬ 
nells depots. 

Speaking after the hearing, HSE in¬ 
spector Karl Raw, said: “Had Tuffnells 
taken the slope into account, simple 
measures could have been taken that 
would have prevented this incident. 

“This was a tragic and wholly avoid¬ 
able incident.” 


War sacrifices not forgotten at church 



Ivan Bolton’s research ensures that more names of the war dead are recorded 


IVAN Bolton was curious to know 
more about the people listed on the 
war memorials in his church. 

A long time member of the congre¬ 
gation at St Paul’s church at Black- 
heath, he was prompted to find out 
more about them by the 100th anni¬ 
versary of the outbreak of the First 
World War and the forthcoming 150th 
anniversary of his church in 2019. 

He has spent many hours research¬ 
ing war records and the results of his 
efforts have now been published in 
two booklets. 

The church’s First World War me¬ 
morial tablet states that 186 men 
gave their lives in the 1914-1918 con¬ 
flict. When researching these men Mr 
Bolton found an additional 78 whose 
names now stand alongside the tablet. 

The Second World War memorial 
tablet shows the names of 40 men 
who were killed in the 1939-1945 con¬ 
flict, plus three civilian casualties. Mr 
Bolton found an additional 46 whose 
names are now recorded. 

Vicar of St Paul’s Rev Mike Sermon 
said “Behind every name there is a 
personal and family story that we sel¬ 
dom get to hear about. The research 
behind these booklets seeks to address 
this and to make these stories more 
widely known.”

Council may 
get rid of 
2,900 homes 

DUDLEY could lose almost 3,000 
council homes, which are considered 
too costly to repair or maintain. 

Councillors were this week being 
recommended to allow the demoli¬ 
tion around 2,500 homes which are 
too costly to repair and sell off 375 
other properties from its housing 
stock of 21,820. A report by housing 
chiefs says the council has 2,967 ‘red’ 
properties, which would ‘cost more to 
manage, maintain and invest in than 
they will generate in rent’. 

It also argues 375 properties should 
be sold on the open market to avoid 
the discount tenants receive if they 
buy their homes, which can be as 
much as £50,000 for each property. 

Housing boss Councillor Laura 
Taylor said: “The cost of managing 
and maintaining our existing council 
homes is estimated to be more than 
£1.2 billion over the next 30 years. 

“We have properties which have 
traditionally not been popular and 
have proven very difficult to let. Our 
resources are simply not sufficient to 
maintain all our homes to the stand¬ 
ard we would want and it does not 
make economic sense to hold on to 
properties that we know are not pop¬ 
ular, such as many of our high rise 
flats. It is sometimes better to dispose 
or demolish the properties and use the 
money to invest in maintaining and 
improving ones that people do want.”

A COUPLE of weeks ago this column 
recalled the rather wearisome comedi¬ 
an whose act involved masquerading as 
the Mayor of Stafford and then offending 
people with stupid comments on Twitter. 

Well I’m now wondering if there is ac¬ 
tually more than one of them. Because 
it seems hard to believe that Siobhan 
O’Dwyer, who vented her spleen on so¬ 
cial media after being addressed by an air 
hostess as ‘Miss’ rather than ‘Dr O’Dw¬ 
yer’ can be anything other than a wind¬ 
up. 

“I didn’t spend eight years at universi¬ 
ty to be called Miss,” she hollered indig¬ 
nantly. 

Talk about a chip on the shoulder. It’s 
a wonder the plane was able to take off 
with that much ego on board. On Ryan 
Air they would have added a baggage 
charge for it. 

“It’s not about the title,” she elaborat¬ 
ed.

Rather, she ap¬ 
pears to spend more time on the picket 
line. She looks one very angry young lady. 

It transpires her doctorate is in philos¬ 
ophy, and she earns a crust by teaching 
philosophy to others at Exeter University. 
Presumably producing another genera¬ 
tion of philosophy lecturers, a bit like one 
of those pyramid-selling schemes. 

Still at least she has a job, unlike an¬ 
archist campaigner Ian Bone. He hit the 
headlines recently for heckling the small 
children of Tory MP Jacob Rees-Mogg, 
telling them “Your Daddy is a horrible per¬ 
son. Lots of people hate him.” 

Brave or what? 

Anyway, Mr Bone, has proudly ex¬ 
plained how he has never had a job since 
graduating from Swansea University in 
1968 - unless you count publishing a 
pamphlet celebrating ‘hospitalised cop¬ 
pers’ - and has been on benefits ever 
since, carving out a comfortable living in 
a large detached house on the outskirts 
of Bristol.

And secondly, did he get a gold 
watch from the dole office to mark his 50 
years? 


I DON’T entirely understand how making misog¬ 
yny - ie hatred of women - illegal is supposed to 
work, in the wake of calls by Labour MP Stella 
Creasey. I am one of those bizarre blokes who 
prefers female company and would rather nat¬ 
ter with women than get drawn into a blokey de¬ 
bate about footie. But it is a fact that some men 
simply dislike women, just as some men dislike 
cats, soccer or speed humps. It is also true that 
some women dislike blokes, as expressed by 
Jo Brand in one of her classic quips: “The best 
way to a man’s heart is through his hanky pock¬ 
et with a bread knife.” It seems curious that the 
law overlooks Jo’s advice on knife murder but 
may soon crack down on “disrespectful” men 
who wolf-whistle at women. I dare say I should 
be sent for re-education. 

AT a time when overworked police can’t cope 
with real crimes, one force is criticised for in¬ 
viting complaints about non-criminal incidents. 
Under the banner “Hate will not be tolerated in 
South Yorkshire,” the local force is urging folk 
to report non-crime hate incidents, defined as 
events “which can include things like offensive 
or insulting comments, online, in person or in 
writing.” The idea seems to be that non-criminal 
speech or writing might turn into hate crime. On 
the same basis, why not nick drivers at 27 or 
28mph? They may not be breaking the speed 
limit now but they might in the future, right? 

I WAS going to write a couple of lines about 
some of the public’s angrier responses to the 
police tweet. Better not. It might constitute a 
non-criminal incident. 


THE BEST OF 

IN any case, thanks to predictive-spelling pro¬ 
grams, your non-criminal words may not even 
be the ones you intended. Among the many 
responses to the South Yorkshire Police tweet 
was: “Amber Rudd is a crime against humidity.” 

THREE cheers for the Commission for Reli¬ 
gious Education’s plea for school RE lessons to 
include not only religions but atheism, secular¬ 
ism and humanism. At long last, RE teachers 
will be able to say: “Right, kids, I’ve given you 
all the guff from the curriculum on organised 
religion. Now, here’s what most of us actually 
believe.” In my limited experience, if you explain 
that it’s perfectly fine, decent and respectable 
not to believe in a god, people breathe a sigh 
of relief. 

I REFERRED recently to tithes - the one-tenth 
of your income demanded by the Church in old¬ 
en times. A reader has a collection of 200-year- 
old receipts for rents and tithes from the land¬ 
lord and the church, paid by tenant farmers. 
In some years the landlord reduced the rent 
because of ‘the bad state of the markets’ but 
as far as my reader can find: “There is never a 
penny knocked off by the church. Clearly the 
aristocracy showed more Christian charity than 
the church.” 


SOME folk are raging against the ‘racist’ car¬ 
toon showing Serena Williams throwing her tan¬ 
trum. As they are fully entitled to do. Yet I won¬ 
der how many of them were defiantly chanting 
‘Je Suis Charlie’ a couple of years ago in their 
support of the Charlie Hebdo magazine after 
the massacre at its Paris offices? Most people 
claim to cherish freedom of expression. What 
a lot of them mean is: “I believe in freedom of 
expression - but. ..” 

SCIENTISTS in Switzerland have developed a 
new app which will tell you exactly where your 
lost golf ball is. It detects a signal from a tiny 
transmitter inside the ball. Very clever. However, 
it has one basic flaw. It can only find the golf ball 
where the ball actually is. A much older method 
involves dropping a spare ball through a hole in 
your pocket and down your trouser leg, so you 
can find the ball exactly where you want it to be. 

IF we believe the Guardian, research shows 
that: “Labour has evolved from being the party 
of casseroles and bingo to the party of quinoa 
and student protests.” Anyone remember New 
Labour and the mushy peas? It is a story, oft 
told and always denied. Labour’s Peter Mandel- 
son, on a 1997 campaign visit to a chip shop 
Oop North, allegedly pointed to the mushy peas 
and asked for “some of that guacamole.” La¬ 
bour is always boasting about its half-a-million 
members. I wonder how many of them could 
recognise mushy peas, mild ale or a whippet.

SOAP operas are not averse to tackling 
hard-hitting storylines, and two of the 
popular dramas have now resorted to 
highlighting problems that many don’t 
know how to handle. 

Yet often, such subjects - homeless¬ 
ness and mental health - are taboo and, 
certainly with the latter, there seems a 
certain stigma attached. 

As viewers tend to identify with soap 
storylines and characters, it is hoped 
these issues can be brought into the 
open and, perhaps even tackled. 

In Corrie, Sean Tully has found himself, 
literally, on the street. Apparently it was 
actor Antony Cotton’s own idea to bring 
the issue to life. He knew someone who 
suddenly lost everything and ended up 
on the streets, so he himself could identi¬ 
fy with the problem. 

Help has now been found. But the trag¬ 
ic plight could happen to anyone at any 
time, and, for those in desperate need - 
and through no fault of their own - sym¬ 
pathy, and a solution must be found. 

Hollyoaks, meanwhile, has launched 
a mental health storyline, with one of 
its characters being diagnosed with 
schizoaffective disorder. Programme 
makers say they have worked closely 
with the charity MIND to ensure this issue 
in sensitively portrayed. Again, this is an 
issue that sufferers require help with, and 
that others need to understand better. 

The battle faced by Destiny’s Child 
singer Michelle Williams with depression 
shows how anyone can be affected. 

Other big names stars have their own 
troubles. Selena Gomez is an idol to mil¬ 
lions but has revealed a battle with alco¬ 
hol, revealing via the lyrics of a song she 
was no longer sober. And it’s sad to see. 

Internet trolls are believed to have had 
a hand in Gomez falling off the wagon. It 
is easy to say she should set a better ex¬ 
ample and ‘stay strong’ for her adorers, 
but sympathy is needed and one can only 
hope the singer gets the help she needs 
for her addiction. It is after all, an illness. 

Ant McPartlin’s issues are well-docu¬ 
mented. And, while I would never con¬ 
done his drink-driving actions, it is clear 
he is a troubled soul who needs medical 
help to sort out his problems. 

While there is a support network in 
place and there are friends are family to 
turn to, not all sufferers can pay big mon¬ 
ey for treatment. Some may argue that 
their illnesses are of their own making. 

But that is not always the case, and 
this is where society comes in, to have 
a better understanding of conditions, and 
offer more help to anyone afflicted.

A THUG who twice threatened people with a knife, before 
strolling down a Black Country road with the weapon shout¬ 
ing ‘Rambo’, has been locked up for 20 months. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that Dudley yob Alan Joyce first 
threatened a man he had argued with at the White Swan pub in Bap¬ 
tist End Road, Netherton, on the afternoon of May 6. 


Around four hours later he knocked 
him money in Cole Street, Netherton, 
but she was not at home. Instead, he 
turned on Paul De Groot who had 
brought his family to visit a relative in 
the same road. 

The 44-year-old followed the vis¬ 
itors, who did not know him, to the 
address and pulled out the knife when 
they would not let him in. 

The defendant then got a stick out 
of his car and repeatedly hit Mr De 
Groot’s vehicle with it, causing £2,000 
damage, before leaving the scene. 

Twenty-five minutes later he drove 
his Ford Focus into a fence at the 
Woodman pub in nearby Saltwells 
Road before getting out and heading 
down the street brandishing the knife 
and shouting ‘Rambo’.

Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecuting, said the 
defendant was described as appearing 
to be ‘very drunk’ by anxious eye wit¬ 
nesses who alerted police. He was ar¬ 
rested by the officers.

Pollution alert over 
Brum's clean air zone 

THE controversial ‘clean air 
zone’ in Birmingham could lead 
to a drastic increase in pollution 
in the Black Country. 

This is the fear of councillors as the 
Second City considers bringing in a 
low emmissions zone covering the 
area inside the city centre ring road 
in a bid to meet Government levels to 
limit pollution. 

It means some motorists could be charged 
up to £100 for driving in the city - a move 
bosses hope will keep high pollution vehi¬ 
cles such as lorries out of central zone. 

But the move has prompted concerns 
among council leaders in the Black Coun¬ 
try, who fear the charge could mean more 
pollution in Walsall, Sandwell, Dudley and 
Wolverhampton, and have written to Bir¬ 
mingham Council over the issue. 

Diverted 

Roger Lawrence, the Labour leader of 
Wolverhampton Council and West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority transport lead, 
said: “We have serious concerns over how 
traffic that is diverted out of Birmingham 
city centre will be managed. 

“What we don’t want to see is a situation 
where buses and lorries that are diverted 
away from the clean air zone end up in the 
Black Country, worsening our air quality.” 

Birmingham Council say the city au¬ 
thority is under ministerial direction to 
establish a clean air zone by 2020. The 
Labour-run council has voted to submit a 
business case to the Government, although 
the scheme has met with widespread public 
opposition across Birmingham. 

Local authorities are under orders to 
clamp down on pollution, which is a major 
cause of early deaths through lung infec¬ 
tions. In the Black Country, Sandwell and 
Walsall in particular have suffered from 
poor air quality due to their proximity to 
the M6 and M5.

Victorian buildings on 
society's endangered list 


AN Oldbury landmark set of build¬ 
ings which have fallen into disrepair 
has been named on a top 10 endan¬ 
gered buildings list. 

The Victorian Society’s annual 
list aims to expose the plight of Vic¬ 
torian and Edwardian buildings at 
risk. 

The Grade II listed Langley Mak¬ 
ings, also known as Showell’s Mak¬ 
ings, sits beside the Titford Canal 
and were in use until 2006. 

The red brick buildings, which 
date back to 1870, suffered an arson 
attack in 2009. The buildings were 
were saved from demolition in 2012. 

The society said the attractive 


design and prime location of the 
130-year-old Makings make it ideal 
for development. 

The site is now owned by D & S 
Enterprises Ltd, whose director Mr 
Lehmber Singh said he was happy to 
work with the council to find a solu¬ 
tion for the fire-damaged site. 

Society president, comedian and 
broadcaster Griff Rhys Jones said: 
“Every single building is crying out 
for redevelopment. These are pieces 
of the history of the Victorian era 
and its industrial, spiritual and cul¬ 
tural beliefs. This makes their cur¬ 
rent sad and neglected state even 
harder to swallow.”

Rundown canal site 
set for 1,150 homes 

A MASTERPLAN has been unveiled to transform 43 
acres of a rundown canalside area into more than a 
thousand new homes. 

The Port Loop scheme has been put together by de¬ 
velopers Urban Splash and Places for People to create a 
new community within Birmingham. 

The new masterplan shows how the existing Icknield 
Port Loop area, which is close to the Jewellery Quarter, 
will be transformed into a new waterside neighbourhood 
by the pioneering joint venture partnership. 

It aims to deliver the scheme with the Canal & River 
Trust and Birmingham City Council, creating 1,150 
homes with the first homes up for sale off-plan towards 
the end of this month. 

Adam Willetts, project director, said: “This is an in¬ 
credibly exciting regeneration scheme; our masterplan 
is to bring the best community amenities, commercial 
facilities and brilliantly-designed homes together.” 


JLR workers 
are put 
on three 
day week 


MORE than 3,000 workers at Jaguar Land 
Rover’s Castle Bromwich factory are being 
put on a three-day week until Christmas. 

It is understood the move is due to falling sales of 
diesel-powered vehicles. 

The company says it will have no impact on JLR’s fac¬ 
tory on Wolverhampton’s i54 site, where 1,800 people are 
employed producing diesel and petrol engines. 


The former Spitfire fac¬ 
tory at Castle Bromwich 
is the traditional Jaguar 
factory, employing around 
3,200 people making the XF, 
XJ and XE saloons and the 
F-Type sports car. 

But the best-selling new 
F-Pace and E-Pace cross¬ 
over models are made at 
nearby Solihull - JLR’s 
biggest factory with 10,000 
staff. 

Temporary 

A Jaguar Land Rover 
spokesperson said: “As is 
standard business practice, 
Jaguar Land Rover regu¬ 
larly reviews its production 
schedules to ensure market 
demand is balanced globally. 

“In light of the continu¬ 
ing headwinds impacting 
the car industry, we are 
making some temporary ad¬ 
justments to our production 
schedules at Castle Brom¬ 
wich. 

“We are, however, contin¬ 
uing to over-proportionally 
invest in new products and 
technologies, and are com¬ 
mitted to our UK plants 
in which we have invested 
more than £4bn since 2010.” 

The cut to the working 
week comes in the wake of 
moves earlier this year to

axe 1,000 agency jobs at the 
Solihull factory. 

Just a week ago Jaguar 
Land Rover boss Ralf Speth 
blamed that decision on die¬ 
sel vehicles having been ‘de¬ 
monized’. He also warned 
that a ‘hard’ Brexit could 
cost thousands of jobs at 
JLR and its UK suppliers. 

The Castle Bromwich 
plant’s local MP, Jack 
Dromey, said: “The plant 
has already lost the best 
part of 1,000 jobs and will 
now be going onto a three- 
day week until Christmas to 
avoid further job losses. 

“Brexit now threatens the 
jewel in the crown of British 
manufacturing excellence. 
Ministers must get it right 
or the future is bleak.” 

The latest move comes 
after a tough few months for 
JLR with sales falling in the 
UK, Europe and in its key 
market, China. The UK and 
European falls have been 
blamed partly on issues with 
diesel engines, particularly 
in the wake of the Volkswa¬ 
gen emissions scandal. 

The company is moving 
production of its Discovery 
from Solihull to Slovakia.

THE boss of Jaguar Land Rover was ‘making it up’ when 
he warned that a hard Brexit would wipe out its profits 
and cost thousands of jobs, a leading Brexiteer has claimed. 

Sir Bernard Jenkin, Conservative MP for Harwich and 
North Essex, accused Professor Dr Ralf Speth of ‘scare¬ 
mongering’. Prof Speth had told the UK’s first Zero Emis¬ 
sion Vehicle Summit in Birmingham - attended by the 
Prime Minister - that a hard Brexit could cost JLR more 
than £1.2 billion a year. 

Asked his view on the warning, Sir Bernard, who is a 
member of the Eurosceptic European Research Group, 
said: “I’m afraid I think he’s making it up.

Track day 

Almost all racing circuits in the UK host track day events, 
where you can drive your own road car in anger. 

At your average track day, you’re just as likely to encounter full- 
fat race cars as you are fellow enthusiasts looking for a speed 
fix. Don’t be intimidated; on-track behaviour is closely monitored 
to ensure that the professionals don’t get too boisterous, and all 
rules are carefully explained before you hit the track. 

Autosolo/Autotest 

At Autosolo and Autotest events, you drive technical courses 
typically found in car parks or fields, and even the odd quarry 
dirt track. The course is usually defined by cones, so there 
should be little chance of anything solid claiming your pride and 
joy with a crunch. Entry fees are usually exceedingly cheap - 
all you’ll need is a helmet, and sometimes those can be hired 
from the club too. As with trackdays, there will likely be some 
drivers with purpose-built cars, but also plenty of like-minded 
individuals ragging their daily motors. 

Driving experiences 

If you don’t like the idea of pushing your own car’s limits, there 
are driving experience days available at circuits across the 
country. With these experiences, you will be allowed to drive 
anything from supercars to single-seater racers, while others will 
allow you to try driving on skidpans, off-roading and rallying. 

German roadtrip 

In Germany, certain sections of their Autobahn network feature 
no speed limits, making it an ideal place to see what your car 
can do. Of course, you should still ensure the safety of yourself 
and others, so do not exceed your own personal speed limit - if 
you no longer feel like you’re in comfortable control, slow down. 

If you want a proper speed freak holiday, perhaps you could 
drive to the iconic Nurburgring, which is often open to the public, 
via the Autobahn. 

‘Run What Ya Brung’ 

At the Santa Pod drag strip, ‘Run What Ya Brung’ events are 
a regular occurrence. At these events, you can take to the 
quarter-mile drag strip in your own car, testing the mettle of both 
you and your metal in a straight-line dash. With a large turnout 
practically guaranteed, it’s also a great place to meet fellow 
car enthusiasts, and an opportunity to see some interesting

Popular family cars 
unable to use new fuel 


Many popular family cars are unable to use a fuel that 
could be introduced to forecourts to cut carbon emissions, 
according to new research. 

Some Volkswagen, Ford and Nissan vehicles are among 
those that aren’t compatible with E10 petrol, which is designed 
to be less harmful to the environment. 

The Department for Transport (DfT) launched a consultation 
last month on its proposal to encourage larger forecourts to 
sell E10 to help the UK meet climate change targets. 

Regular petrol sold in the UK contains up to five per cent 
bioethanol - a type of renewable fuel - to reduce carbon. 

E10 involves increasing the proportion to ten per cent and 
is widely available across much of the European Union and 
other countries including the USA and Australia. The majority 
of vehicles in use today are approved to be fuelled with the 
petrol, but some older vehicles aren’t. 

New analysis by motoring research charity the RAC 
Foundation shows that many cars still in regular use are 
incompatible with the fuel. It found that by 2020 there will still 
be an estimated 28,066 Volkswagen Golfs on the road that 
would be affected, the most of any model. Other models in the 
top 10 incompatibility list include the Nissan Micra (15,785), 
Rover 25 (9,879) and Ford Escort (8,947). 

In total, 634,309 petrol cars will be in use but incompatible 
with E10 in 2020, according to the research. Of these, 150,000 
will have been manufactured from the year 2000 onwards. 

The DfT is proposing to introduce a requirement for larger 
filling stations to continue to stock standard petrol in an E5 
grade if they decide to add an E10 option, in a bid to ensure 
the owners of older vehicles can continue to drive. 

Steve Gooding, director of the RAC Foundation, said: “As 
and when E10 appears on the forecourts, drivers need to 
know whether their cars can use it without being damaged. 

“This analysis shows that even in a couple of years’ time 
there will still be hundreds of thousands of cars on our roads 
that are incompatible with the new fuel. 

“Whilst some of the cars incompatible with El 0 fuel will be 
historic models, many will be old but serviceable everyday 
run-arounds that people on a tight travel budget rely on to get 
about. The good news is both that the vast majority of cars on 
our roads are able to run on El 0 and that transport secretary 
Chris Grayling has recognised the need to protect the users of 
those older vehicles which are not ElO-compatible.”

Audi heads for electric 
future with Formula E 



In 2019, Audi will continue to compete with 
electric power in motorsport. At the same time, 
the manufacturer will prolong its factory-backed 
commitment in the popular DTM touring car series. 

In the 2017/2018 season, Audi was the first German 
auto manufacturer on the Formula E grid. With four 
victories and eleven podiums after 12 races around 
the globe, Audi Sport ABT Schaeffler claimed the 
championship. The commitment in the fully electric 
series experiencing a boom with the participation of 
other manufacturers and partners forms the electric 
pillar of the brand’s motorsport involvement. 

Audi will also continue to be active in the DTM and 
gripping motorsport with internal combustion engines 
in the future. Next year, the DTM will see one of the 
most radical changes in its more than 30-year-history: 
In 2019, modern four-cylinder turbo engines will be 
introduced. In addition, the “Class One” being driven 
by the DTM and the Japanese Super GT will make its 
debut.

Even sharper and more refined: Lexus 
reimagines the RC luxury sports coupe

A new version of the Lexus RC luxury sports coupe will make 
its global debut at the Paris Motor Show on October 2. Sales 
of the new model will commence from late this year. 

Since its introduction in 2014, the RC has played a major role in 
promoting Lexus’s commitment to delivering a more emotional 
quality in the driving experience provided by its vehicles, with 
its sporty appearance and versatile driving character. The fresh 
new RC retains all the virtues of the current model, but takes 
them to a higher level by adopting the latest evolution of Lexus’s 
signature design language and sharpened driving dynamics 
inspired by the brand’s flagship luxury coupe, the LC. 

The exterior styling remains as sporty as the current model, 
but subtle changes in the details, inspired by Lexus LC design 
cues, imbue it with a new-found elegance. Inside the cabin, 
everything from the high-quality materials to the precise 
layout of controls and gauges was crafted to maximise driving 
pleasure. 

Enhancements have been made to the RC’s aerodynamics, 
tyres and suspension, and there are also improvements to 
engine response and steering feel, all of which reflect the 
“sharper and more refined” drive philosophy that was introduced 
by the LC. The new RC is more stable than ever under a wide 
variety of driving conditions. This provides a high level of driver 
confidence and a reassuringly flat ride quality, making the 
coupe an ideal grand tourer, whether you’re negotiating a twisty 
mountain road or simply making a long-distance commute on 
the open highway. 

Lexus designers sought to maintain the RC’s dynamic coupe 
proportions, while adding a high level of elegance to the exterior. 

Key to achieving this was the addition of distinctive design 
elements, such as a new front bumper corner that flows down 
from the headlamps and a grille mesh pattern comprising 
shapes which gradually transform from top to bottom, creating 
an intriguing visual tension. The vertical arrangement of 
the extra-small triple LED headlamps and new L-shaped 
LED clearance lamps add to the car’s more distinguished 
appearance. 

Air ducts have been added to the corners of the rear bumper, 
resulting in better handling stability and enhanced overall driving 
response. A wider stance and lower centre of gravity reflect the 
car’s high ability to maintain grip in different road conditions. 

The rear combination lamps now house more pronounced 
L-shaped lenses that are a new signature design feature for 
Lexus coupes. 

Eleven different exterior colours will be available for the RC, 
including Naples Yellow and Sky Blue, shades which perfectly 
communicate the car’s dynamic nature.

Mind the gender gap! Men are paying 
more than women for car insurance 


The greater number of driving offences 
committed by men is the reason for a 
gap in car insurance prices between 
genders, according to a study. 

Insurance comparison website 
Confused.com found that on average 
women will pay £92 less for insurance 
cover than a man will on an equivalent 
policy, despite a 2012 EU directive 
making it illegal for companies to use 
a person’s gender when calculating 
premiums. 

The average quote for women was 
£701, while men saw an average of £793. 
These figures were based on six million 
insurance quotes carried out by the 
insurer over the summer of 2018. 

Confused.com presented its research 
as a visual experiment on its website, 
breaking down the number and type of 
claims and motoring offences made by 
gender. 

It found that of the 585,000 drivers 
taken to court for motoring offences 
during 2017, 79 per cent were male. 


Thirty per cent of the offences were 
for speeding, comprising 23 per cent 
committed by men and just seven per 
cent by women. 

There’s a similar disparity with 
insurance claims. Men made 65 per 
cent of car insurance claims in 2017, and 
were almost twice as likely to be ‘at fault’ 
when making a claim. In addition, men’s 
claims averaged a total cost of £3,271, 
compared with £3,121 for women - so not 
only do they claim more often but their 
claims are also more expensive. 

Motorsport competitor and Confused, 
com motoring editor Amanda Stretton 
said: “As a female racing driver, I know 
women can hold their own when it 
comes to driving, and data suggests 
that they are in fact safer on the roads. 
This is reflected in the fact that they are 
paying almost £100 less for their car 
insurancepremiums. 

“But regardless of who is paying more, 
men or women, car insurance is a cost 
that is unavoidable for all drivers.”
